A CONSERVATIVE candidate has 
confirmed he is simultaneously 
fighting to be re-elected to a Kent 
council - while also fighting to be 
elected to Westminster in a consitutu- 
ency more than 220 miles away. 

On May 7, Ed Hastie, 30, is 
defending his seat for Goudhurst 
and Lamberhurst on Tunbridge 
Wells Borough Council which he 
first won in May 2011. 

But he is also challenging to be 
elected to Westminster in the safe 
Labour seat of Neath in south Wales. 

And that has prompted an angry 
reaction from fellow councillors in 
the Kent town. David Neve, leader of 
the opposition Liberal Democrats 
said it was “totally out of order”. 

He told KoS: “He shouldn’t even 
consider it. What is your priority - 
the local people or not? 

“If he was standing as an MP 
somewhere in Tonbridge, or 
Sevenoaks then maybe it would be 
okay, but come on.” 

Cllr Hastie insists he has no hope 
of securing both seats, however, 
admitting it would be “a miracle” if 
he secured enough votes in Wales 
to over-turn a dominant Labour 
majority. He is almost certain to be 


returned in Tunbridge Wells 
though. 

The former seat of Labour 
minister Peter Hain, who has just 
stepped down, his replacement will 
be defending a nigh-on 10,000 
majority and is likely only to be 
pushed by Plaid Cymru. The Tories 
came fourth at the 2011 election. 

Speaking this week, Cllr Hastie 
told KoS: “Realistically, were we to 
come third it would be a miracle. 

“I don’t think there’s really much 
of a chance of being elected but it’s 
up to the electorate to decide. 

“I was only selected very recently, 
I haven’t been out campaigning as 
much as you would need to.” 

However, in what will be a blow 
to local voters, he said were he to 
win in Neath he would have to 
move from Kent to south Wales, 
thus prompting a by-election for his 
seat if he triumphed in the local 
election too. 

Adds Lib Dem’s Mr Neve: “You 
are putting the people at risk 
because you could be costing the 
council money by forcing a 
by-election. How can you give all 
you would need to, to both 
campaigns?” 

Cllr Hastie concluded: “I am out 
in Goudhurst and Lamberhurst all 
the time, going out and canvassing 
people.”

Parents discover fate of 
primary school places 
with first choices rising 


£1.5m fraud funded lifestyle 
of holidays, cars and watches 


ALMOST 86 per cent of children got 
their first choice primary school this 
year, according to figures released 
this week from Kent County Council. 

And that’s up 427 on last year, 
with a further 7.3 per cent of 
children being given a place at their 
second choice school. 

The figure will come as good news 
to many who feared a real squeeze 
on school places due to a rise in the 
number of children reaching 
primary age. KCC has always 
insisted it has planned sufficient 
capacity for the rise. 

Applications have grown for the 
eighth consecutive year to 17,415. 
That’s a rise of 321 from 2014. 

Patrick Leeson, KCC’s corporate 
director of education, said: “Our 
schools admissions team has been 
working hard, as usual, to ensure 
that as many pupils as possible get a 
school from among their preferred 
choices and we are pleased to see 
that the number of both first and 
second choices has increased.” 


However, that still means 724 
children, or just over four per cent of 
those who applied, were allocated a 
place that wasn’t chosen by them. 

Mr Leeson said: “We will not lose 
sight of the fact that four per cent of 
pupils have not been given a school 
from their preferences. While many 
will secure places through waiting 
lists and reallocation, I am aware that 
this will be a difficult time and we will 
do all we can to offer a good outcome. 

“Local authorities across England 
face significant challenges because of a 
lack of primary school places. In Kent, 
however, the combination of good 
forecasting, careful planning, and 
close working with schools means we 
are able to sustain a high proportion of 
children starting at a school of their 
preference. We are also creating 
hundreds of additional places - both 
for the start of the academic year 
2015/16 and from September 2016. 

Parents should all have been 
notified of their child’s school place 
by post, email or online by Friday. 


A TRICKSTER who defrauded a 
Government-funded education 
organisation out for more than £1.5 
million to fund a lavish lifestyle of 
luxury holidays and sports cars, 
was this week convicted.

The 25-year-old care worker from Gillingham 
deliberately targeted 56-year-old Mr Hassan, after she 
met him in a Mayfair casino. 

Granger saw Mr Hassan with a roll of £50 notes at the 


casino, before deciding to try and set a trap to rob him, 
with help from her boyfriend and another accomplice. 

Once Mr Hassan took Granger back to his home, the 
mood changed and she let accomplices Kyrron Jackson 
and Nicholas Chandler into the Islington property. He 
was kicked to death. Granger was found guilty of 
manslaughter at the Old Bailey. 


Big beasts unleashed 
as parties race to win 
South Thanet battle

AS the campaign to win South 
Thanet heats up, big beasts from two 
of the main contenders are flocking 
to the seaside in droves. 

Support for Conservative candi¬ 
date, Craig Mackinlay has come in 
the shape of top Tory brass, Theresa 
May, and former leader of the party 
Iain Duncan Smith. 

Mr Duncan Smith, the work and 
pensions minister, made his way to 
the constituency on Friday (April 
17) to help launch Mr Mackinlay’s 
‘promise to pensioners’ campaign. 

Home secretary Theresa May took 
the day trip earlier in the week to 
support Mr Mackinlay, who is fight¬ 
ing Ukip party leader Nigel Farage, 
and local councillor and Labour 
candidate Will Scobie for the seat. 

While in the area, Ms May told 
KoS it was a ‘two horse race’ for the 
seat between the Conservatives and 
Ukip. 

That was something which an-

gered Labour’s Mr Scobie. 

He told KoS that the seat was open 
for Labour to win, saying it looked 
likely to be a ‘photo finish’ come 
election night. 

Mr Scobie said: “With the latest 


polling showing that just two per¬ 
centage points separate the three 
parties, South Thanet is every inch a 
three-way marginal. 

“It looks set to be a photo finish be¬ 
tween Labour, Ukip and the Tories.” 

The Labour candidate is also get¬ 
ting significant central party sup¬ 
port, shuttling in his own big beasts 
in the form of campaigning Guardi¬ 
an journalist, Owen Jones, Hackney 
MP and shadow health minister Di¬ 
ane Abbott and former Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrat peer, turned grassroots Labour 
supporter, Lord Oakeshott. 

In a sign of the importance of the 
seat to the Conservative Party, dur¬ 
ing her visit Ms May unveiled the 
Tory national ad van campaign. 

Despite saying it was a straight 
competition between Ukip and the 
Conservatives, Ms May would not be 
drawn on whether a win for Mr 
Mackinlay would spell the end for 
Ukip after Mr Farage said he’d stand 
down if not elected. 

Instead she simply said: “Parties 
must make their own decisions 
about their future.”

Paramount 
consultation 
dates revealed 

THE developer behind plans for the 
multi-billion pound London Paramount 
Resort, has announced it will be holding 
ten new consultation events across 
Dartford and Gravesham. 

The events will shed a little further fight 
on the ambitious scheme for a former 
cement works on the Swanscombe 
peninsula. It will feature a theme park 
plus a host of other facilities and hotels. It 
is hoped it will created 27,000 jobs. 

London Resort Company Holdings 
(LRCH) will hold the events between 
April 29 and May 14, and will invite 
visitors to view the emerging masterp¬ 
lan, a range of new transport options 
and a scaled model of the park. 

The consultation events will be the 
fourth held by the developer, and gives 
LRCH the opportunity to hear the 
public’s views on the proposals. Plans for 
the park are likely to be submitted to the 
secretary of state later this year, under 
the National Significant Infrastructure 
Project planning rules, which could 
speed up permission for the development. 

Fenlon Dunphy, on behalf of LRCH, 
said: “The amount of interest and 
engagement that we have received over 
the last ten months has been hugely 
encouraging and we are looking forward 
to being able to show the local commu¬ 
nity how the proposals have evolved.” 


Author Patterson to 
give bookshop money 

AN independent book shop in Herne Bay has 
been told it will receive part of a national grant 
pledged by bestselling author James Patterson. 

A Bundle of Books, in Bank Street, received the 
grant from the author in the second round of 
allocations after his pledge to donate £250,000 to 
independent book shops in June 2014. 

It was the only store in Kent to get the funding. 

Manager Elbe Addenbrook told KoS the amount 
of funding they were going to get hadn’t been 
decided yet, but that they already had plans for 
the cash. 

She said: “We’re hoping to use the money to 
pay for an author to go into one of the local schools 
to run a session for the children. 

“As a specialist children’s book shop, we know 
how important books are for youngsters. Books 
open up a whole world for children, sparking 
imagination, creativity and interest in the world 
around them. Reading really is such an important 
part of setting children up for the future.” 


Fresh push to boost 
food cash funding 

COUNTY food and drink champions Produced in 
Kent has partnered with the University of Kent in a bid 
to get new Government investment in the county. 

It comes as part of a South East Local Enterprise 
Partnership (Selep) scheme which aims to secure 
funding of £ 1.2 billion. 

The scheme is hoped to help accelerate growth in 
jobs and house building until 2021. One of the strands 
of the Selep’s bid was to ensure the food and drink 
industry is recognised for the contribution it makes to 
jobs and growth. 

Edwyn Martin, of Produced in Kent, welcomed the 
University’s involvement, which will see Professor 
Andrew Feame, of the University’s Kent Business 
School advise the group. 

Mr Martin said:' ‘It is very encouraging to see that 
the University of Kent and Produced in Kent have 
already been working on these ideas for more than a 
year. This is to be welcomed and shows how 
pro-active the Garden of England is when it comes to 
developing opportunities in the food industry.’ ’ 


Jail after biting chunk 
out of victim's neck 

A THUG who broke the ribs of a stranger, assaulted a 
woman and then bit a chunk out of her partner’s neck 
has been caged for over two years.

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enhance kart circuit Buckmore Park 

Race track near Chatham sold for ‘undisclosed sum’ to former FI and bike world champion Surtees 


M OTORSPORT legend 
John Surtees this week 
concluded a deal to 
snap up the popular 
Buckmore Park race 
circuit - and revealed he has plans to 
broaden the scope of the go-karting 
track. 

The racing superstar, 81, has been 
part owner of the circuit in recent 
years which has been run by long¬ 
time owner Bill Sisley since the mid 
1980s. 

But in a deal for an undisclosed 
sum, the business and assets have 
been acquired by John Surtess Ltd, 
the driver’s business based in Eden- 
bridge. 

Mr Sisley will continue to stay on at 
the circuit as a consultant. 

Speaking to KoS this week, he said: 
“Eve been doing the same thing since 
I was 17-years-old. It’s definitely time 
to pass the park on now, and hope¬ 
fully see it flourish. I’ve given the cir¬ 
cuit a huge amount over the years, 
regularly working 70 or 80 hours a 
week, and now it’s time to get a bit 
more balanced. 

“I haven’t seen my family, my wife 
of 40-years, and my grandchildren as 
much as I would like, so now I’m look¬ 
ing forward to spending a bit more 


time with them. 

“Everything in my life has been 
sacrificed to karting, so now it’s about 
moving on and making sure life is a 
bit more balanced.” 

The circuit, at the top of Bluebell 
Hill near Chatham, regularly attracts 
150,000 visitors annually - lured in 
by the chance to race karts of various 
speeds around its challenging course. 

It remains a popular stop-off for 
talented young drivers moving up 
through the ranks. 

Its claim to fame is that it saw the 
likes of Formula One champions 
Lewis Hamilton and Jenson Button 
race there as children, and has even 
played host to visits by the likes of 
Princess Diana and her then two 
young sons, William and Harry. 

Mr Surtees told KoS his plans in¬ 
cluded building on relationships with 
local education establishments but 
said he was keeping immediate plans 
under wraps. 

He said his team had been speaking 
with Kent County Council on projects 
which they could partner on but 
wanted to “build the foundations” be¬ 
fore pushing things further forward. 

He said: “The track plays a very im¬ 
portant part in the area, both for cor¬ 
porate events and for engaging and 


interesting young people. That is 
something I’m eager to build on. 

“There are an immense number of 
peripheral jobs around motorsports, 
not necessarily within it, but which it 
could lead to. 

“I’m not talking about creating 
racing drivers, but giving children 
something to be really interested in, 
and a passion which could help them 
build something else.” 

Mr Surtees remains the only world 
champion on both two and four 
wheels and has a long history of in¬ 
volvement at the circuit, first visiting 
when his son was young. 

He explained: “I first went to Buck¬ 
more when Henry, who was around 
seven-and-a-half at the time, got in¬ 
terested in racing. He went there, and 
that was the first place he told me that 
was what he wanted; to be a racing 
driver. It was amazing seeing that in 
him, the passion to race.” 

Henry Surtees fulfilled his dream 
and climbed through the ranks be¬ 
fore tragedy struck during a Formula 
Two race at Brands Hatch. A freak 
accident saw the 18-year-old hit by a 
stray tyre in 2009. He died later that 
day. 

His grief-stricken father has subse¬ 
quently set up the Henry Surtees

Foundation, a charity to help raise 
funds in his son’s memory. 

He told KoS the foundation will 
play a key part in moving forward. 

He said: “The most important thing 
for a person in life is for youngsters to 
have the drive to do something, to get 
emotionally involved. That’s some¬ 
thing I’m hoping to be able to bring to 
the track. 

“Obviously my thoughts are partly 
tied in with developments with my 
charitable foundation, and I’m hope-

ful we can do more with children 
there with education, and with road 
safety.” 

Mr Sisley, now 62, says he is look¬ 
ing forward to finally taking some¬ 
thing of a backseat at the circuit. 

He said: “It’s the end of my career in 
many ways, and it feels like a natural 
progression to me. 

“I’ve worked closely with John for 
over a decade, since 2003, and it 
makes sense for him to be the man to 
buy the park.

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HISTORY OF 
BUCKMORE PARK 



BUCKMORE Park first came 
into being back in 1963 when 
it came to life as a 400m track 
built as part of an Army- 
engineering exercise. 

Owned by local business¬ 
man Cecil Whitehead, a keen 
supporter of the Scouts, he 
wanted to give the youngsters 
the chance to get involved in 
the fast-growing world of 
karting at the woodland site 
the Scouts were leasing. 

He called on the help of the 
Royal School of Military 
Engineering in Chatham to 
build it. 

It became a popular venue, 
but by the mid-1980s fell into 
disrepair before Bill Sisley 
took over in 1985 and 
transformed its fortunes. 

He expanded it and built 
facilities to complement it and 
allowed it to embrace various 
age groups and corporate 
events. 

As a consequence, in 2003 
saw the opening of a £1,25m 
multi-function clubhouse 
sparking a period of growth 
and constant revenues. 


“He has much more financial clout 
than I do, and is going to be able to get 
things done which I couldn’t. He has 
some really amazing plans for the 
track, wanting to open an education 
centre. 

“He’s also got great contacts as 


well, and knows everyone who is go¬ 
ing to be able to help in the motor- 
sports world.” 

Although Mr Sisley said he was un¬ 
able to talk about the money involved 
in the deal, it is understood that it was 
profitable for him. 


Mr Surtees added: “It’s great that 
Bill is staying on, as he’s got a tremen¬ 
dous amount of knowledge and will 
be able to help as we start to carry for¬ 
ward our plans.” 

Believed to be one of the busiest 
race circuits in the UK, the circuit 


holds the distinction of being where 
FI team boss Ron Dennis first spotted 
a young Lewis Hamilton as he com¬ 
peted in the 1996 Champions of the 
Future event at Buckmore. 

John Surtees won seven world 
championships for the MV Augusta 


team between 1956 and 1960 and 
then switched to Formula One where 
he lifted the title with Ferrari in 1964. 

The feat remains, to this day, un¬ 
matched. 

He lives in Lingfield, just over the 
Kent and Sussex border.

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Perfect weather conditions all set 
to deliver a mouthwatering crop 

Maria Chiorando looks at how the county looks ready to serve up a delicious crop of strawberries 


Y OU know summer is just 
around the corner when 
a deep red fruit starts to 
emerge - and the good 
news is this year could 
see the county’s most delicious crop of 
strawberries yet. 

With superior growing conditions, 
as well as the introduction of new va¬ 
rieties, producers say they are expect¬ 
ing a bumper season. 

Alastair Brooks is the proprietor of 
Langdon Manor Farm near Faver- 
sham - and an award-winning 
strawberry grower. 

“The crop is not going to be as early 
as last year,” he says. “But that is no 
bad thing. 

“Warm days and cool nights are 
needed to get the right flavour, as sug¬ 
ars are created at night - that’s the 
key to growing the best berries. 

“The plants are looking really 
good. Last year, we had the warmth, 
but didn’t have the cooler tempera¬ 
tures. 

“We are getting very close though, 
and are picking the first batch this 
weekend.” 

Kent retains a stronghold on the 
nation’s strawberry crop, with over 
50 per cent of the UK’s total yield 
grown in the county. Traditionally, 
the best berries usually make an ap¬ 
pearance in June, but the season 
spans April to September. 

The first Kentish strawberries will 
be on the shelves this weekend at 
Macknade Fine Foods in Faversham. 
Managing director Stefano Cuomo 
says: “They are one of our most popu¬ 
lar products. 

“Local is a real buzzword in terms 
of food, but quality is always more im¬ 
portant. 

“Luckily there is a rich farming cul¬ 
ture around here. What a lot of peo¬ 


ple don’t realise is that farming ability 
plays a large role in the quality of 
food. 

“It’s not just about planting a crop 

- the way the farmers cultivate it will 
have an impact.” 

Marion Regan works at Hugh Lowe 
Farms near Maidstone - one of the 
country’s most famous farms with a 
long-standing arrangement to pro¬ 
vide the fruit for annual tennis tour¬ 
nament Wimbledon. 

Its deal with the All England Lawn 
Tennis Club provides it maximum 
publicity and ensures it is a Kent fruit 
which forms the sporting extrava¬ 
ganza’s world famous strawberries 
and cream dish. 

“It’s not just the farmer’s input,” 
she explains. 

“It is everyone who works with that 
crop. Planting day is probably our 
most important day - with several 
million crops being planted - and all 
by hand. 

“Our skills are constantly evolving, 
and we benefit from research - we are 
always hungry for new ideas. Places 
like East Mailing Research (see box) 
come up with new methods to make 
crops better.” 

There are many different varieties 
of strawberries available on the 
shelves - and there are various rea¬ 
sons for this. 

She explains: “We are growing 
around eight different varieties. This 
includes about four early season vari¬ 
eties, three later ones, and a premium 
berry, called the jubilee. 

“The premium berry has a remark¬ 
able flavour, but it’s not easy to grow 

- it can be temperamental. We think 
this is because it puts all its energy 
into its fruit. 

“It doesn’t yield as well as other 
types, so it requires more skill to cul¬ 


tivate. 

“So you don’t want to put all your 
eggs in one basket. 

“Also, growing different varieties is 
partly to spread the season - different 
varieties suit the different microcli¬ 
mates on the farm.” 

Mr Brooks is also producing eight 
different types. 

He says: “Our main variety is the 
sonata, which is very popular. But 
this year, for the first time, we will be 
growing Elizabeth berries, which 
have massive potential. 

“They are equal in quality to our 
award-winning jubilee, and are a 
step change in early season varieties, 
with a stronger flavour and good size. 
They are big, but not too big.” 

Mrs Regan adds: “We are growing 
a couple of new varieties this year. 
Most exciting is the Mailing Cente¬ 
nary, which was developed at East 
Mailing Research. It is a quintessen- 
tially English berry - it has a very 
good flavour. 

“Some of the imported fruits don’t 
always have the real aroma and taste, 
but these are classic, an improve- 


ACCORDING to scientists at East 
Mailing Research, an agricultural 
research centre, inoculating 
plants with a type of funghi 
means strawberry growers may 
be able to maintain yields and 
reduce irrigation inputs by up to 
40 per cent. 

Louisa Robinson-Boyer is a 
plant interactions biologist at the 
centre. 

She has been leading the 
research into how the funghi, 
known as ‘arbuscular mycor- 


ment. They will be available in late 
May.” 

In terms of choosing the right ber¬ 
ry, Mr Brooks says: “The first thing is 
the visual - people look for a plum, 
red berry, with a bright calyx [the 
green leaf at the top]. The next thing 
is the aroma. 

“You should let the berries warm 
up out of the fridge, rather than eat¬ 
ing them cold. That way you will 
reap the full benefits of the flavour 
and smell. 

“The texture should be firm but 
succulent, and there needs to be a 
balance of sweetness and acidity in 
the flavour.” 

Mr Cuomo from Macknade’s adds: 
“When you are buying berries in a 
shop like ours, rather than a super¬ 
market, there may be more discrep¬ 
ancy is size - while the larger super¬ 
markets will be more choosy about 
the fruit being uniform, we are main¬ 
ly looking for taste. 

“We are always looking to find the 
highest quality foods from our Kent¬ 
ish producers.” 

The arrival of this year’s strawber- 


rhizal funghi’ (AMF) could be 
used. ‘AMF is not a new thing,” 
she explains. 

“It has been around for billions 
of years. 

“There are lots of benefits - of 
course less water is needed for 
growing plants, but the funghi 
also helps the plant with nutrient 
uptake as well.” 

This research could be 
particularly useful for growers in 
Kent, because of the high 
proportion of fruit growers.

ry crop will also kick-off the pick- 
your-own season as local farmers 
and producers open their gates to al¬ 
low visitors to take to the fields and 
pick their own fruit. 


“We are hoping this is the 
future of crop growing,” she says. 
“Should AMF be used in agricul¬ 
ture, there could be enormous 
benefits. 

“Working with these fascinat¬ 
ing fungi has great potential to 
address some of the future food 
security challenges being raised 
by climate change,” she says. 
“This work will greatly assist with 
future sustainable food produc¬ 
tion - maintaining yields whilst 
reducing inputs.” 


COULD THE FUTURE OF AGRICULTURE LIE IN FUNGHI? 
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War heroics take to West End 
stage as youth pay special tribute 


The Dreamers was a huge hit when it premiered in Tunbridge Wells and will shortly be making its 
London debut. Molly Kersey spoke to one of the writers about the heartbreaking story at its core 


A MID all the anniversary 
events to mark the cente¬ 
nary of the start of the 
First World War, one of 
the key objectives was to 
ensure you youth of today learned the 
lessons so cruelly sculpted during 
such a blood thirsty conflict. 

So a musical which unites one of the 
county’s most defining tragic mo¬ 
ments, penned by two young musi¬ 
cians, both under 30, and performed 
by a young, local cast, and all played 
out on a West End stage is one which 
had delighted many critics. 

The Dreamers had its premiere at the 
Assembly Hall Theatre in Tunbridge 
Wells and in June makes its West End 
debut at the St James’ Theatre. 

The musical has been penned by 
James Beeny, 29, and Gina Georgio, 
24, both local musicians from the spa 
town. 

It focuses on the story of a local 
true-life hero who led his men to the 
battlefields of Gallipoli in Turkey - one 
of the conflict’s most infamous battles. 

Captain David ‘Reggie’ Salomons, 
lived just on the outskirts of the town 
in Southborough. 

He died on the HMS Hythe ship after 
it was struck by another vessel, a trag¬ 
edy that ripped through the Tun¬ 
bridge Wells community - with a huge 
number of soldiers from the area per¬ 
ishing and many families suffering 
terrible losses. 

Hoping to raise awareness of those 
who gave their lives in the conflict and 
the families they left behind, the pro¬ 
duction uses music and screenings to 
engage audiences. 

“It’s a more contemporary look at a 
topic,” said writer Mr Beeny. “We 
didn’t know what to expect, but every 
show we were really grateful that we 
received a standing ovation.” 

Mr Beeny and Ms Georgio’s band, 
The Virgin Soldiers perform on stage 


alongside a cast of 20 men and wom¬ 
en, from all over Kent and Sussex, 
with on screen narration from stars 
Amanda Redman, Christopher Beeny 
and Sir Tim Rice. 

And at the heart of the musical is 
heroic Reggie. 

“He was from a well known family 
in the area,” adds Mr Beeny, “His great 
uncle was the first Jewish Lord Mayor 
of London, they were a very well re¬ 
spected family.” 

The brave captain led his men to the 
battlefields of Gallipoli in 1915. 

It was a disaster for the British and 
Allied troops. 

The British had decided to launch 
an expedition to take the Gallipoli 
Pensinsula, with Constantinople as 
their objective. 

They were hoping that by doing this 
they would eventually be able to con¬ 
nect with the Russians and overthrow 
the Turks. 

They were anticipating they could 
also try and persaude the Balkan 
states to join the Allied forces. 

The battle proved unsuccessful, re¬ 
sulting in damage, severe losses and 
costly counter-attacks, with the War 
Council deciding to end the campaign 
in late 1915. 

It was during this campaign that 
Captain Salomons gave his own life 
trying to save his men, when they 
were involved in a tragic accident. 

Just 40 minutes from the coast of 
Gallipoli, the men of the Third Field 
Company were on the HMS Hythe. 

Writer James Beeny said: “It was 
8pm and when they were on enemy 
waters they turned out the lights on 
the ship because they didn’t want to be 
spotted.” 

This resulted in disaster, and the 
ship was hit by a much larger Royal 
Navy ship in the darkness. 

The HMS Hythe suffered hugely, be¬ 
ing practically torn in two. 


But Captain Salomons refused to 
leave the sinking ship and save him¬ 
self. 

“Within ten minutes the Hythe had 
gone down and 156 men were killed, 
and that included Reggie,” Mr Beeny 
explained. 

“His last words were ‘I will not leave 
the ship until I see my men saved’. 

“He handed his life jacket to a man 
who couldn’t swim. He couldn’t swim 
either, which makes it even more trag¬ 
ic.” 

When the ship was first struck, an 
eyewitness account details how the 
two vessels held on to each other so 
that some 50 men and a number of of¬ 
ficers could clamber across on to the 
other vessel. 

But despite being warned to climb 
over himself, Captain Salomons’ fear 
for the safety of his “beloved boys” saw 
him remain there to help them. 

Some 128 men from Kent died, with 


many on board being from a regiment 
drawing heavily on many from South- 
borough, and most of them could not 
swim. 

Had the men set off a day later, they 
would have been included in the War 
Cabinet’s decision to stop sending 
troops to Gallipoli. 

“A letter was discovered in Hastings 
that had been sent from Reggie’s sen¬ 
ior officer to his father, telling him 
how he had been killed,” said Mr 
Beeny. 

“We got in touch with the historian 
who found it and he came on board as 
our historical advisor.” 

Mr Beeny and Ms Georgio stumbled 
across the story whilst writing a song 
for The Virgin Soldiers. 

“We wrote a single song initially but 
thought his story was so dramatic 
there was no way one song could do it 
justice,” Mr Beeny said. 

“This was happening throughout 


the First World War. He was a hero 
among others, they were all heroes.” 

Captain Salomons was only in his 
thirties at the time of his sacrifice. 

Mr Beeny said the play had engaged 
people from “both sides of the spec¬ 
trum”, young and old. 

“Having a live band definitely helps 
to engage kids. The main thing we 
tried to get them do in the show was to 
look at their friends now and imagine 
if something like this happened, and 
the massive effect it would have on all 
of us.” 

And the writers have learnt a lot 
during the process too. 

“We both went through a real jour¬ 
ney of heightened awareness of the 
First World War and we hope other 
young people in particular will have 
that too. 

“We have learnt to connect to it in 
our own way. It’s so important to re¬ 
member.” 


BATTLE OF GALLIPOLI 


A lack of secrecy meant the 
Turks were warned about the 
advance on Gallipoli, which 
contributed to the downfall. 

Plans were made to land on 
five beaches at Cape Helles, at 
the tip of the Gallipoli Peninsula. 

The Turks had small parties 
defending the beaches and the 
Australian and New Zealand 
landings were made on April 25. 

They became confined to a 
small beach head that became 
known as Anzac. 

The main Allied forces landed 
on V and W beaches. 

At W beach there were severe 
losses and the men at V beach 
were also subjected to failure. 

The campaign never recov¬ 
ered from these initial failures.

Figures show Kent is bucking the national trend, 
with one in six pregnant women in the county 
smoking. David Powles and Molly Kersey find 
out more on why the numbers are on the rise. 


A STARK health warning has been 
issued to women in Kent after it 
emerged that one in six in the 
county continue to smoke during 
pregnancy. 

An analysis of government figures for the past 
18 months has revealed that despite all the health 
warnings smoking during pregnancy is on the 
rise in the county - bucking the national trend. 

Analysis of statistics for 35,000 pregnancies 
in Kent and Medway between April 2013 and 
December 2014 found that 13.8 per cent of 
pregnant women were unable to kick the habit. 

And in the area covered by the Swale Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG), that figure rose 
to a staggering 20.3 per cent - that’s more than 
one in five. 

It was 17.9 per cent in Medway and 17.3 per 
cent in Thanet. 

Of major concern to health chiefs will be the 
fact that the county wide figures for 2013 to 
2014 were 13.9 per cent, but rose to 14.1 per 
cent for the last three months of 2014. 

The national average is 11.7 per cent. 
However, the figures have at least fallen from 
a decade ago, with the then Eastern and Coastal 
Kent Primary Care Trust area recording a 24 
per cent smoking at delivery rate - that’s almost 
one in four mothers. 

And health officials in the county are work¬ 
ing hard to help expectant mothers make the 
decision to quit. 

Public health specialist at Kent County Coun¬ 
cil, Deborah Smith said: “Smoking is a huge risk 


for the mothers. 

“We know that smoking while pregnant can 
contribute to the premature small birth size of 
babies and also to the number of babies that are 
still born per year. Smoking can also contribute 
to miscarriages. 

“In childhood, there are risks of children de¬ 
veloping respiratory problems as well that can 
result in wheezing and asthma.” 

Director of public health for KCC, Andrew 
Scott-Clark added: “It can affect the size of the 
baby and the maturity of the baby when it is born. 

“That can result in babies being born prema¬ 
turely and having to be nursed in intensive care 
units. There’s some evidence that there are 
more heart defects in babies that are born to 
mothers who smoke.” 

Ms Smith believes that the number of women 
smoking while pregnant can be due to misun¬ 
derstandings about the damage it can do. 

“It may be that they feel as though there are 
other circumstances that would negate these 
risks,” she said. 

“We have looked at insight work with moth¬ 
ers and it shows some who might believe that 
the fluid around the baby might be protecting 
them from the harm of smoking while preg¬ 
nant, and some say that the dangerous chemi¬ 
cals go into their lungs and don’t hurt the baby. 

“Some of the women were quite surprised 
about the actual harm and how the chemicals 
from smoking could get into the blood stream.

“We are keen to dispel the myths 
and get those correct messages out.” 

Hazel Cheeseman, director of policy 
at ASH (Action on Smoking), said 
there are often two main contributory 
factors to women being more likely to 
smoke through their pregnancy. 

She explained: “Experience shows 
us that places of high deprivation and 
with young women who are pregnant 
are often the areas where the figures 
are higher. 

“A big reason for people continuing 
to smoke is the community around 
them. If someone’s friends and family 
smoke it might make it harder. People 
may feel uncomfortable and worried it 
looks like they are criticising their 
friends who may have smoked while 


pregnant. 

“And evidence shows that if your 
mother smoked while pregnant you 
are likely to do the same. 

“And of course the complexity of 
people’s lives is often a factor. If you 
are a teenage mother, for instance, 
that bring lots of complexities and 
smoking may be a way of coping with 
that.” 

Ms Smith agrees. 

She said: “Some of the beliefs that 
people have about how and when it’s 
safe to smoke are entrenched in their 
local family and community setting. 

“Some people have said ‘my Mum 
smoked with me and I was alright, 
therefore it could be okay’.” 

Kent Community Health Stop 
Smoking Services (KCHT) help people 
in Kent to quit the habit, and the Baby 


Clear programme works with mothers 
to help them stop smoking. 

It is an opt-out service, so people 
will automatically be signed up to it 
and will need to say if they don’t want 
to continue going, rather than need¬ 
ing to register for it themselves, which 
has proved very effective. 

“The Baby Clear project is being im¬ 
plemented by health visitors, mid¬ 
wives and family nurse partnerships,” 
said Ms Smith. 

Midwives will carry out tests to de¬ 
termine if someone is smoking. 

“That will identify the level of car¬ 
bon monoxide that’s in a patient’s 
lungs and if that level is high that is 
likely to be due to smoking, and the 
midwife will have a conversation with 
the patient about smoking while preg¬ 
nant and the dangers of that,” Ms 


The debate over smoking while 
pregnant was back in the public 
eye in recent weeks after 
research suggested the harmful 
effects may be reflected in the 
facial movements of mothers’ 
unborn babies. 

Researchers at Lancaster and 
Durham universities said that 
through observing 4D ultra¬ 
sound scans, they found that 
foetuses whose mothers were 
smokers showed a significantly 
higher rate of mouth movements 
than the normal declining rate of 
movements expected in a foetus 
during pregnancy. 

Nationally the percentage of 
women smoking at delivery has 
fallen over the past decade from 
15.1 per cent in 2006/07 to 11.7 
per cent for the 18 months from 
April 2013 to December 2014. 

The greatest success has 
been in London where the 
majority of boroughs now have a 


Smith explained. 

And they will be able to sign post 
people towards services that can help 
them quit. 

“Statistically group methods have 
got a high rate of success but I think 
that individuals tend to prefer one to 
one, face to face help, and the service 
can offer either of those,” said Ms 
Smith.

smoking rate of below 10 per 
cent, which experts at ASH said 
was due to a combination of 
factors such as a high proportion 
of women from ethnic groups 
where smoking is not prevalent, 
people becoming pregnant 
when older than elsewhere and 
increased awareness and 
publicity. 

Traditionally, places in the 
north of England have had the 
worst figures. The latest stats 
showed NHS Scarborough to 
have a smoking prevalence at 
delivery of 26.3 per cent. 


University College London is cur¬ 
rently evaluating the design and con¬ 
tent of SmokeFree Baby - a smoking 
cessation smartphone app that is de¬ 
signed to help pregnant women cut 
down or quit smoking. 

It is looking for participants who 
are 18 and over, pregnant and cur¬ 
rently smoking cigarettes at least 
once a week. Participants will be re¬ 
imbursed with a £30 Marks & Spen¬ 
cer voucher for 30 minutes of their 
time.

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Starboard seat to 
swing back to port? 

Sarah Linney continues our constituency round-ups 


T HERE may be blue birds 
over the White Cliffs of Do¬ 
ver - but there isn’t any 
guarantee that there will 
be a blue MP. 

There probably will - Charlie El- 
phicke’s majority of 5,274 is hardly 
insubstantial, and no great swing to 
Labour is expected nationally. But it 
is the smallest majority in the county, 
and Dover - Labour from 1997 to 
2010, Conservative before that - is a 
seat that often moves with the times. 
So goes Dover, the political experts 
say, so goes the country. 

Mr Elphicke, who has held the seat 
since 2010, must know this. “I’m not 
complacent; I’m fighting for every 
vote and am out morning, noon and 
night making my case to people,” he 
said. 

He says his tenure has attracted 
£500 million of investment into Do¬ 
ver for a variety of regeneration

projects, including the Hadlow Col¬ 
lege development at Betteshanger, 
the demolition of Burlington House 
and the regeneration of Dover town 
centre, the Western Docks and the 
area around the old Marine station. 

“The reason those things are hap¬ 
pening is because we pushed them 
through,” Mr Elphicke said. 

“Unemployment in this constitu¬ 
ency has nearly halved under us, and 
there have been 3,000 new appren¬ 
ticeships since 2010. We have also 
reformed zero hours contracts - and 
the new Dover hospital will provide 
so many more local services.” 

Another huge issue is Operation 
Stack - and lorries in general. The 
world’s busiest passenger port sees 
more than 5,700 trucks come 
through it each day, dominating the 
main A20 through Dover. 

“I have put in hard work calling for 
debates in Parliament and making 
the case for improvements, and the 
Highways Agency is now putting in a 
new system that will keep lorries out 
of Dover when the port is too full to 
take them in,” Mr Elphicke said. 

“They have to stop and wait on the 
A20 before Western Heights, and 
they are only allowed to travel in the 
left hand lane - they can’t overtake.” 

Ukip candidate David Little, how¬ 
ever, says he thinks there has been 
little positive change since 2010. 

“There is no regeneration. Millions 
of pounds has been sunk into the 
white elephant that is the Dover 
Town Investment Zone, which was 
supposed to have shops, restaurants 
and a cinema - not one brick has been 
laid,” he said. 

“The Connaught Barracks develop¬ 
ment hasn’t happened; the promised 


redevelopment of the port and extra 
jobs have not happened. 

“Immigration has put such a strain 
on public services. There is a primary 
school here where more than 25 dif¬ 
ferent languages are spoken. How do 
we start to educate those children? It 
is not fair to any of them. 

“It puts enormous pressure on GP 
appointments, A&E and wages too.” 

Labour candidate Clair Hawkins 
named jobs, wages and zero hours 
contracts among her main issues, 
and proposed council licensing of 
landlords to ensure rental properties 
are kept in good condition. 

“The Tories are getting rid of the 
exclusivity clause [where employers 
can give someone a zero-hours con¬ 
tract but demand that they do not 
work for anyone else], but that’s not 
far enough,” she said. 

“We need to make sure that people 
who are working regular hours are 
entitled to a regular contract after 12 
weeks if that’s what they want. 

“People should also have sufficient 
notice of the work they are going to 
get, and be entitled to compensation, 
as sometimes they turn up for work 
and are told there is none available. 

“We have to make sure people 
aren’t exploited by employers who 
aren’t paying minimum wage. I don’t 
think there are enough people en¬ 
forcing the minimum wage and mak¬ 
ing sure people are entitled to work. 
We’d recruit 1,000 more Border Force 
staff, and we need to ensure that em¬ 
ployers aren’t recruiting overseas.” 

She says councils, businesses and 
ordinary people should work together 
to ensure regeneration happens in a 
way that people are happy with. 

“I think we can make a lot more of 
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tourism,” Ms Hawkins added. 

“Small, independent businesses 
need to thrive too - there’s a focus on 
bringing in big companies, but not re¬ 
ally supporting local businesses. 

“We should also be looking at wind, 
tidal and solar power.” 

Operation Stack is another major 
issue, with Mr Elphicke, Mr Little and 
Ms Hawkins favouring lorry parks 
and Ms Hawkins also proposing a low 
emission zone - where vehicles with 
emissions over a certain level would 
be charged for coming into Dover. 

But Lib Dem candidate Sarah Smith 
had an even more innovative idea to 
get the lorries out of town: build a 
tunnel, with its entrance at Aycliffe, 
to take traffic to the port. 

“A wall of HGVs divides Dover from 
the seafront along the A20, and it is a 
massive blight on the town. You have 
to make a pretty nasty journey to get 
to the seafront,” Mrs Smith said. 

“Once the tunnel was built I would 
plant trees, widen the pavements and 
have more crossings. We could have a 
lovely boulevard along Townwall 
Street with lots of trees and greenery. 

“I would also widen the A2, as 80 
per cent of the port traffic comes 
through the town. If Dover is to truly 
regenerate, it has to be a lovely place 
to live.” 

She says she would also be demand¬ 
ing that a ‘fair share’ - a third or half 
- of the £45 million raised through 
the foreign lorry levy introduced last

April was invested in the town. 

“The regeneration of Dover is key to 
jobs, investment, infrastructure and 
transport,” Mrs Smith added. 

“I want to see us attracting more 
employers and start-ups, and I would 
be calling for an enterprise zone in 
the Western Docks - for maritime 
businesses such as engineering and 
logistics firms - and the Betteshanger 
Sustainable Development Park. We 
could become world leaders in the 
type of logistics and engineering we 
specialise in - importation of things 
which have to be moved quickly.” 

Green Party candidate Jolyon 
Trimingham has been prevented 
from door-to-door campaigning by a 
family crisis, but branch co-ordinator 
Sarah Gleave outlined their policies. 

“We are an anti-austerity, low-car- 
bon-future party,” she said. 

“Living wage jobs are needed.” 

The Greens are also proposing a 
tunnel, but above ground, and an ex¬ 
tra freight track in the Channel Tun¬ 
nel funded by redirecting money from 
the Thames Garden Bridge or HS2. 

“There are many beautiful but di¬ 
lapidated buildings in Dover, so we’d 
create jobs through a social housing 
programme which would renovate 
them. Let’s ensure we keep the beauti¬ 
ful area of outstanding natural beauty 
around Dover,” Ms Gleave added. 

The party is also in favour of an EU 
referendum, EU reform and caps on 
bankers’ bonuses, and opposed to the 
Transatlantic Trade and Investment 
Partnership. 

“We have fierce sympathy for peo¬ 
ple who feel fewer jobs and a bigger 
labour force cause wages to be com- 



Ukip’s rise may have long 
since slowed from a sprint to 
an asthmatic crawl, but its 
influence here is likely to be 
key in determining Charlie 
Elphicke’s future.

pressed,” Ms Gleave added. 

“We believe in fair controls on im¬ 
migration, but EU migrants pay £20 
billion more in taxes than they take 
in benefits, and are not the reason for 
gaps in healthcare, schools, and so¬ 
cial care. These can adequately be 
funded from the £120 billion of un¬ 
paid tax.”

G REG CLARK could run 
naked down the Pantiles, 
goose-stepping and wear¬ 
ing a swastika armband, 
and he’d still get in.” 
That’d be Tunbridge Wells, then.

in the 1997 election, when Tony Blair 
swept to power, the Tory majority 
here was still 7,506. 

Yet there was shock on the Con¬ 
servative-controlled borough council 
in 2012 when leader Bob Atwood was 
ousted by Ukip’s Piers Wauchope, 
now the North Thanet parliamentary 
candidate, by just 46 votes. Proof that 
a small number of votes can make a 
difference - and change is possible. 

Mr Clark’s list of issues he would 
like to tackle if he wins a third term 
include improvements to the A228, 
quicker treatment for people with 
mental health issues, aircraft noise, 
flood defences, and a fully operational 
24-hour stroke unit at the hospital. 

“The dualling of the A21, which I 
have campaigned for, started this 


month, and my next campaign will 
be to get it dualled between the Blue 
Boys roundabout and the Lamber- 
hurst bypass,” he said. 

“I’ve helped reinstate some train 
services that were cut for the London 
Bridge work, and in the next Parlia¬ 
ment there will be no inflationary rise 
in train fares. We also need more flex¬ 
ible tickets for part-time commuters.” 

Green candidate Marie Jones raised 
the cost of both buying and renting 
housing and woeful public transport 
provision, with buses to some villages 
running just every two hours. 

“I tried to employ an apprentice in 
my business, and one of the biggest 
problems was that they couldn’t get 
here or back,” Ms Jones said. 

“I would like to renationalise trains 
and buses, and I would certainly try 
to negotiate with the bus companies.” 

She says better public transport 
would alleviate the parking and traf¬ 
fic problems in the town centre - and 
wants to see efforts to improve living 
standards nationwide to ease pres¬ 
sure on housing in the south east. 

Labour candidate Kevin Kerrigan 
says the party’s national policies - in¬ 
cluding an extra £2.5 billion a year 
for the NHS and an end to the bed¬ 
room tax - would benefit local voters. 

“The NHS is a big issue locally. Up

“I get school places a lot on the 
doorstep. People who live right next 
to schools often have to drive to one 
ten or 20 minutes away - which adds 
to the traffic in the town,” he said. 

“The Lib Dems started the petition 
to get the old cinema site demolished, 
and we are now campaigning to get 
something built there.” 


Independent Graham Naismith 
wants to empower the public to help 
tackle low-level crime like littering, 
make people who are caught littering 
three times clean the streets, and pro¬ 
vide tax relief for parents who edu¬ 
cate their children privately. 

“I can’t win, but people like me 
grab votes that the other parties want 


and that’s what changes politics,” Mr 
Naismith said, 

“The Greens and Ukip won’t get in, 
but they are the reason we are debat¬ 
ing things like the environment and 
Europe. Every vote for me is a vote the 
Tories will try to win next time. 

“There is no-one dictating to me -1 
just want the best for the town.”

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Why are young still turning 
their back on the ballot box? 

Molly Kersey tries to identify just why the 18 to 24-year-old age group seem to 
have become disengaged with the political process and how to win them back 


W HEN the nation 
went to the polls in 
2010 the majority 
of those aged be¬ 
tween 18 to 24 opt¬ 
ed to stay at home. 

Call it an apathetic or disaffected 
youth, the scale of the decision was 
potentially enough to change the out¬ 
come of some seats, with 56 per cent 
of the age group choosing not to exer¬ 
cise their democratic right. 

Yet it remains a significant issue. 
After all, this is the future generation. 
And as many from older age groups 
will no doubt testify, it is in your 
youth that many feel their political 
opinions take shape and a genuine 
passion develops. 

All of which hints at a future where 
a clamour for the centre ground with 
identikit leaders may be far more 
damaging moving forward. 

The problem that creates, of course, 
is that if they are not engaged, they 
miss out on having a voice - of shap¬ 
ing policies which will influence and 
impact on their lives. 

Dr Mark Bennister is a senior lec¬ 
turer in the school of psychology, 


politics and sociology at Canterbury 
Christ Church University. He ex¬ 
plained: “There are very few policies 
from all of the main parties directed 
at young people and it gets a bit self 
fulfilling. 

“If they are assumed not to vote or 
to vote at low levels then parties are 
reluctant to target those groups be¬ 
cause they need voters, whereas with 
older 50-plus and 60-plus age groups 
their voting rates are much higher, 
therefore you see more policies direct¬ 
ed towards them. 

“Policies like taking away the Edu¬ 
cation Maintenance Allowance (EMA) 
[funding for those on low incomes] 
from school age students, you don’t get 
a massive backlash from that.” 

He added: “I know there are some 
reasonably strong feelings about poli¬ 
tics and disillusionment. This could 
be largely due to broken promises re¬ 
garding tuition fees.” 

The Liberal Democrats - and its 
leader Nick Clegg in particular - con¬ 
tinue to display the scars of having to 
reverse a pre-election promise to not 
increase tuition fees. 

“Another factor may be those who 


are less engaged in formalised poli¬ 
tics, so they are disillusioned with 
politics in general and have other 
outlets that are not recognised by the 
main parties,” Dr Bennister adds. 

And he thinks that parties need to 
do more to change this. 

“Politicians need to do politics in a 
different way. It doesn’t feel relevant 
to young people,” he said. 

“Unemployment rates are high for 
young people, tuition fees are high. 
This generation is in danger of being 
left behind by current politics. 

“They need to find ways to re-ener- 
gise politics. I think a start would be 
developing some real conversations 
with young people and not talking 
down to them but trying to understand 
what young people’s concerns are.” 

Some 44 per cent of those aged be¬ 
tween 18 to 24 voted in the last gen¬ 
eral election, which pales in compari¬ 
son to the 76 per cent of over 65s. 

Charmaine Jacobs, 18, is the vice 
president of East Kent College’s Stu¬ 
dent Union. 

The college recently benefitted 
from £10,000 funding from the Cabi¬ 
net Office to hold events encouraging 


students to make sure they are regis¬ 
tered to vote. 

This persauded some 300 students 
to sign up from across the three col¬ 
lege campuses in Folkestone, Dover 
and Broadstairs. 

Ms Jacobs told KoS: “My belief is 
that when the politicians think about 
writing policies they are writing poli¬ 
cies for those who are on the register 
and do vote. 

“There’s a lot of apathy and a lot of 
‘they don’t do anything for young 
people’ or ‘my life’s fine’. We are just 
trying to get the message across. 

“Even if you just register it gives 
you power.” 

And Ms Jacobs is not alone in this 
view, with a number of social media 
and charity campaigns springing up 
all over the country to try and per- 
saude young people to use their vote. 

With the closing date to register to 
vote tomorrow (see page 7) time is 
now very much of the essence. 

Because despite there being a low 
voter turn out, this isn’t to say that 
young people don’t care. 

Research by youth volunteering 
charity Vinspired, who have started a

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in his footsteps. 

But his attitude is one that rever¬ 
berated with many young people. 

“Like him or not like him he draws 
a lot of young people into political ac¬ 
tivity. He’s actually campaigning on 
a lot of issues, rather than being anti¬ 
politics which is how he’s been por¬ 
trayed,” said Dr Bennett. 


“His answer is - give people some¬ 
thing positive to vote for and I will 
support it.” 

Ms Jacobs believes that children be¬ 
ing taught more about the voting sys¬ 
tem in schools could also help to rem¬ 
edy this break in the chain. 

“I think if you do start to engage peo¬ 
ple from a younger age it becomes part 


of their awareness,” she said. “I think it 
will definitely make a difference.” 

So with young people not feeling 
represented by the main parties, has 
the popularity of minor parties seen 
an increase? 

“We are seeing a large rise in the 
membership of the Green Party, 
where there is growth it’s around the 


18 to 24s,” said Dr Bennister. 

Political commentator Iain Dale 
said: “I think young people are en¬ 
gaged in politics and I think the turn 
out with young people is going to be 
higher than it was last time. 

“I think the Green Party might 
benefit from a high turn out among 
younger people because they tend to 


be slightly more idealistic. 

“I think there’s actually a lot of sup¬ 
port from young people among Ukip 
as well. 

“A lot of politicians used to be in 
their 50s and 60s and now they tend 
to be younger, so you would think 
they ought to be able to relate to 
young people more.”

Window into life during the war 

Haul discovered of more than 400 letters and photographs sent from WW1 soldier serving 100 years ago

A HISTORICALLY-fasci- 
nating haul of First 
World War letters and 
documents that had 
been stored in a family 
home for the last 90 years has just 
come to light. 

The haul of notes and personal mes¬ 
sages include those from the front line 
during the Great War - and the re¬ 
sponses from those back home. 

Now the family who found it are 
making it available to the public and 
historians in hardback book form. 
The archive comprises more than 


400 personal letters, photos and doc¬ 
uments covering the period from Sep¬ 
tember 1915 to March 1919. 

With such a research goldmine, the 
family now intend to give a series of 
talks and viewings of some of the ar¬ 
chive material. 

Aura Hargreaves told us: “Some 35 
years ago, the Beckenham house I live 
in passed to me when my grandfather, 
David Taylor, died at the age of 92. 

“He and my grandmother, May, had 
built the house just after the First 
World War [when the town, now part 
of the London borough of Bromley, 
was part of Kent] and my mother, their 
only child, grew up in the house. 

“When we moved in and started 
clearing up, I found bundles of letters 


in various drawers and cupboards 
and a quick look at them made me re¬ 
alise that they were personal letters 
from grandfather to grandmother, 
and hers to him, when he was a sol¬ 
dier in the First World War.” 

It was a very emotional moment for 
Mrs Hargreaves as she had a special 
relationship with her grandfather. 

She said: “I was close to my grand¬ 
father and found reading them hard, 
so I just put them, and other letters 
and documents I found, all together 
in an old filing cabinet. About 25 
years ago I had the idea of getting 
them published but got no interest 
from the publishers I approached. 

“Then, last year, I thought that the 
100-year anniversary of the start of 
the First World War was a good time 
to try again to get them published, 
and started work on digitising the let¬ 
ters into a readable format. 

“It was not until I started work on 
the project last spring that I realised 
what an amazing archive we had. 
There are more than 400 personal 
letters; not just those from David to 
May and May to David, but from Dav¬ 
id’s mother Fanny to his sister Ethel, 
who was known as Ginger and lived 
in the USA. These letters must have 
come back to England after the war. 

“There are letters from Ethel to 
David, various letters from soldiers in 
David’s platoon to Ethel thanking her 
for socks and cigarettes, letters from 
David’s senior officers to his mother 
Fanny when he was missing after a 
big battle on the Western Front, a 
couple of letters from David’s old 
headmaster at St Olave’s to David, one 
or two letters from family friends to 
Fanny, and even a couple of letters to 


May from the mother of a soldier in 
David’s platoon who had been killed.” 

The sheer scale of communication 
is an insight into the time. Letters 
were the cheapest and easiest way to 
keep in touch 100 years ago. 

Mrs Hargreaves added: “As well as 
the collection of letters, I found a vari¬ 
ety of documents supporting the ‘sto¬ 
ry’ in the period between September 
1915 and March 1919 when David 
was finally demobilised. 

“These include various Army docu¬ 
ments and forms, copies of book orders 
sent to David as a prisoner of war in 
Holzminden prisoner of war camp, and 
a number of postcards with pictures of 
war damage in France and Belgium. 

“We even have a couple of books 
and a picture that came back with 
David from Holzminden. 

“We also have photographs of all the 
main correspondents, and David’s sew¬ 
ing kit with his spare uniform buttons. 
Most of the letters are with their origi¬ 
nal envelopes, supporting the dates and 
locations, as well as providing evidence 
of the hand of the censors.” 

Mrs Hargreaves says there have 
also been a couple of historical dis¬ 
coveries from the letters, adding: 
“One of David’s last letters mentioned 
that the Crystal Palace was used as 
an Army dispersal camp on demobili¬ 
sation during March 1919. 

“A member of the Crystal Palace 
Museum told me that, until this letter 
came to light, it was believed that the 
palace was only used by the Navy for 
training and not by the Army at all. 

“The other discovery is the origin of 
the word ‘banger’ meaning sausage. 
When I was typing up the letter from 
David to May dated October 1, 1918, 
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BOOK: My Dearest is available in 
hardback form now 

written in Holzminden in response to 
May’s question about what they did 
about cooking, David’s description 
made me realise that the word ‘bang¬ 
er’ had been invented in that prisoner 
of war camp. I did a search and it was 
thought that the word was first used 
in the Second World War. But David’s 
letter clearly establishes that it origi¬ 
nated in Holzminden camp in 1918.” 

She has now reproduced the whole 
archive in hardback book form with 
the title My Dearest and is now work¬ 
ing on plans to create a website. 

Mrs Hargreaves will give a talk in 
Bromley’s Central Library on October 
15 between 2pm and 3pm on the let¬ 
ters. There will also be a chance to see 
some of the documents.

Chris Murphy on how migrants in Calais now 
have better facilities ahead of effort to enter 
our ports 


A SITE for migrants passing 
through Calais, hoping to en¬ 
ter the UK through our ports, 
has opened - some 13 years af¬ 
ter the last controversial enclo¬ 
sure was closed. 

Already dubbed Sangatte 2, it offers basic 
protection for a limited number of women 
and children - and offers land for men to 
camp on alongside it. 

The Jules Ferry Centre was built on the 
site of a former children’s summer camp 
close to Calais and initially opened in Janu¬ 
ary. 

However, it was only this week overnight 
accomodation was offered. Facilities are 
limited. However, it does provide one hot 
meal a day and basic wash facilities. 

Financed by a £3 million EU grant, it has 
been spearheaded by Natacha Bouchart, the 
mayor of Calais. 

She has frequently called on the British 
authorities to take more responsibility for 
the number of those non-EU migrants mov¬ 
ing up the Continent seeking to access the 
UK. 

Many will risk their lives by seeking to 
stowaway on lorries or sneak on to cross- 
Channel ferries. 

It is thought around 1,000 migrants cur¬ 
rently live rough in and around Calais. 

Folkestone Conservative MP Damian Col¬ 
lins is furious with the French authorities 
for continuing to allow these camps to de¬ 
velop, establish and grow. 

Mr Collins said: “I think the more the 
French invest in the facilities in Calais, the 
more it does to attract migrants to go there. 

“If they want to deal with the problem, 
then the French authorities need to inter¬ 
cept these people before they arrive in Cal¬ 
ais. 

“They also need to tell them to claim asy¬ 
lum at the point they enter the EU. 

“That’s what is required by the existing 
rules. So the French need to invest their ef¬ 
forts in stopping them arriving at Calais in 
the first place and stop this bottleneck from 
building up. Just investing in facilities when 
they get there is just making it worse.” 

Eurotunnel is just as frustrated by the 
camps still being there. 

A spokesman said: “We don’t think this 
new camp is a solution. In essence, this is a 
short-term solution because it has moved the 
migrants out of the camps that were popping 
up around Calais in a completely unman¬ 
aged way. It hasn’t solved the issue of mi¬ 
grants coming to Calais, it hasn’t solved the 
issue of intrusions and attempted intrusions 
to the port, so it’s only ever going to be tempo¬ 
rary. 

“But really it is about solving the condi¬ 
tions of life in their country of origin, be¬ 


cause that is what is driving them in to Eu¬ 
rope in such vast numbers.” 

A spokesman for P&O Ferries said: “Years 
ago we could have told you how many stowa¬ 
ways we were finding in the back of trucks on 
a daily basis as we were doing the checks our¬ 
selves. But the Border Agency does the checks 
these days so they see the totals going up and 
down, not us.” 

The Home Office did not want to comment nor 
the Dover-based Migrant Help organisation. 

The Calais Migrant Solidarity campaign 
group said: “UK immigration law makes it 
near impossible for the vast majority of non¬ 
nationals to enter the country, since you 
need a visa to do so, for which you need mon¬ 
ey and must satisfy a strict criteria. 

“Unless you are already in the country on a 
visa, you cannot claim asylum from abroad. 
British law therefore necessitates illegal en¬ 
try to the UK for almost all those who want to 
claim asylum. 

“This forces migrants, most of whom have 
survived war or human rights violations - 
and many of whom are very young - to risk 
their lives making clandestine entries in or 
under the lorries that travel to the UK. 

“People have died and countless others 
have been injured in this process.”

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Cyclists bring town to standstill 


More than 70 people jumped off their bikes to stage a protest in Tunbridge Wells this week over travel 


T unbridge wells town 
centre was brought to a 
standstill on Wednesday, as 
around 70 cyclists staged a 
lie-down protest by the war 
memorial next to the Town Hall. 

The lycra-clad protestors - who 
made an unusual sight in the town - 
took the drastic action in order to 
spark a debate on ‘getting the town 
moving’. 

One of those who spearheaded the 
protest is Paul Mason (pictured right), 
the director of a local business and an 
avid cyclist. 

He said that the campaign group 
which organised the protest - the Tun¬ 
bridge Wells Bicycle Users Group - 
wasn’t looking to go to war with mo¬ 
torists, but wanted town chiefs to 
consider a Holland-style system, with 
more facilities for those choosing ped¬ 
al-power. 

He told KoS: “There needs to be a 
radical change in approach for trans¬ 
port across the country. 

“Instead of simply endlessly building 
roads, we need to think about how peo¬ 
ple are getting around, and ensure it’s 
being done in the best way possible. 

“Almost 70 per cent of journeys in 
Britain are under five miles. Most of 
those are done by car, and do you 
know why so many people choose to 
drive? Its because they’re frightened 
by all the traffic.” 

That is what the group’s campaign 
wants to change - this protest is just 


the beginning according to Mr Mason. 

“We have fired the opening salvo in 
what’s likely to be a sustained cam¬ 
paign,” explained Mr Mason. 

“It will be a question of changing at¬ 
titudes, and working to ensure that we 
are winning people over. 

“What it certainly is not is any kind 
of war on motorists; we aren’t against 
drivers, we just want to ensure our 
towns and cities are safer and more at¬ 
tractive for cyclists.” 

Although it sounds like a simple ob¬ 
jective, there are no magic cures for 
transport issues. 

Mr Mason told KoS: “There are lots 
of different pieces to the puzzle. We 
need a combination of things really. 
We have to create safe infrastructure 
which enables people to go and use a 
bike. Slowing traffic down in city cen¬ 
tres, creating dedicated cycle lanes on 
fast flowing roads, and working on 
making town centres more bike 
friendly can all help.” 

The cyclists only remained in the 
road with their bikes scattered atop 
them, for around five minutes 

The protest mimics that of a cam¬ 
paign in Amsterdam in the 1970s 
called ‘stop killing our children’. Its 
aim was to get decision makers to take 
cyclists seriously, and the bright idea 
worked, with Holland now slated as 
one of the most cyclist-friendly coun¬ 
tries in the world, but it did take time. 

Mr Mason said: “It took around 40 
years for Holland to transform into

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Academics 
back Hillary 
in race for 
White House 

If you thought the fight for Westminster 
was long-winded, then just take a look 
at the marathon across the Atlantic...

A LEADING academic in 
the county has de¬ 
scribed Hillary Clinton’s 
confirmation she would 
be standing in a bid to 
become the United States’ first female 
president as having “all the excite¬ 
ment of letting a sleeping cat out of a 
clear plastic bag”. 

But Kent experts say they believe 
her chances of making it second time 
lucky in her bid to rule the White 
House stand a good chance. 

In a move widely expected by po¬ 
litical pundits, Mrs Clinton - wife of 
former president Bill - confirmed via 
Twitter this week she would be seek¬ 
ing the Democrat nomination. 

She took part in the same race in 
2008, but lost out in the complex 
American political party selection 
process to Barack Obama who went 
on to become the US’ first black presi¬ 
dent. 

Now she will embark on a gruel¬ 
ling run-up to the selection process 
and a series of what are called 
primaries during which the eventual 
presidential candidate will be select¬ 
ed. 

The American public don’t actually 
go to the polls until November 2016. 

Dr George Conyne, a lecturer in 
American history at the University of 
Kent, said the news was far from a 
surprise. 

He said: “Ever since she retired 
from the post of secretary of state two 
years ago, all of her actions suggested 
this announcement was coming. 

“In addition to the public acts of 
writing a second memoir and going 
on a book tour to promote it, speak¬ 
ing in states that are key to the party 
nomination and victory in the gener¬ 
al election, and supporting candi¬ 
dates in the elections last autumn, 
she has been very carefully attending 
to a much more important series of 
functions. 

“Since she left the State Depart¬ 
ment, she has been attending lunch¬ 
eons, dinners, receptions, galas, balls 
and other ‘social’ occasions as well as 
private meetings that she has used to 
gather up every last dollar that might 
possibly be given to any potential 
Democratic presidential candidate.

“She has had to do this, not only 
because her planned campaign needs 
the money but because she had to 
make sure that the available money 
did not go to other candidates. 

“In the early stages of her attempt 
to capture the 2008 nomination she 
did not do this as well as she had to 
do. The result was that Senator 
Barack Obama raised $23m in the 
first three months of 2007 which was 
almost as much she raised. Suddenly 
he was both a fresh face and a serious 
candidate and her campaign lost its 
position of unquestioned dominance. 
It was her first big mistake. 

“As an extraordinarily intelligent 
politician, she hasn't made the same 
mistake twice, so that her extremely 
well-funded position is probably more 
dominant than it was eight years ago 
and she is less complacent. 

“Obama was on her horizon then - 
there is nobody now. Right now, the 
sailing to the party nomination looks 
as clear as it can be. 

“But her announcement of her 
candidacy had all the excitement of 
letting a sleeping cat out of a clear 
plastic bag.” 

It also flags up the fascinating po¬ 
litical clash of dynasties as another 
Clinton seeks election, potentially 
running against Jeb Bush - brother of 
George W and son of George Bush: 
both former presidents. 

Adds Dr Coyne: “Former Florida 
governor Jeb Bush is generally seen as 
the leader in a crowded field, but 
hasn’t gained as broad support as 
he’d hoped. He appears to be leading 
in the fundraising race but, contrary 
to what a lot of people think, you need 
an attractive message to go with that 
money. American political history is 



littered with wealthy candidates who 
failed because they did not have a 
popular message. So far, Bush hasn’t 
coined that message. While he’s the 
leader, his lead is far from secure. 

“So if I had to bet £5 on the winner 
right now, I’d put it on Clinton, but I 
would not feel confident that I had a 
‘sure thing’ - there’s a long way to go 
in this one.” 

US presidents can only stand for 
two terms in the White House before 
having to make way for a replace¬ 
ment. The Democrat Barack Obama 
secured his two terms and will now 
stand down. His legacy is most likely 
to be one who failed to deliver on the 
enthusiasm and optimism he ushered 
in. However, he has been a firm hand 
on the world’s strongest political 
power and helped ease the way on 
key political issues - most recently 
bringing Cuba back in from the cold. 

Dr John Fitzgibbon, the senior lec¬ 
turer in politics at Christ Church Uni¬ 
versity, Canterbury, added: “She faces 
no significant opposition for the nom¬ 
ination from within the Democratic 


Party, and barring some unforeseen 
event will be the party’s candidate for 
the presidential election in November 
2016. This is in contrast to the Re¬ 
publican Party where no real favour¬ 
ite has emerged among a crowded 
field of three confirmed and nine oth¬ 
er potential candidates.” 

He points out there are major pros 
and cons to Mrs Clinton’s already 
heightened public profile. 

Dr Fitzgibbon said: “Hillary is by far 
the most high profile figure in the field. 
This has both positives and negatives 
for her. Positive in that people actually 
know who she is and so she does not 
have to spend money just to get her 
name out there. 

“Negative, in that voters have al¬ 
ready formed their opinions about her 
with a 50/50 split between favourable 
and unfavourable. 

“At this very early stage Hillary has 
to be the favourite not just to win the 
Democratic nomination but to win 
the presidency as well. This is due to 
her high profile, strong support from 
the Democratic Party, huge financial 


backing and an emerging sense that 
it is time for a woman to win.” 

Dr Matthew Jones, lecturer in po¬ 
litical science at the University of 
Greenwich, added: “Since the 1960s, 
US politics has seen certain sur¬ 
names, in particular Kennedy and 
Bush, reappear. 

“Now to that list we can add Clin¬ 
ton. For a country that has constitu¬ 
tionally banned inherited power, cer¬ 
tain surnames and familial ties do 
appear to be advantageous. 

“Indeed, Jeb Bush has also publi- 
cally expressed an interest in run¬ 
ning for the 2016 Republican presi¬ 
dential nomination. 

“The 2016 US presidential election 
may result in it being a contest be¬ 
tween Clinton and Bush. Whilst Chel¬ 
sea Clinton has not publically ex¬ 
pressed an interest in pursuing a 
career in politics, her surname will 
certainly provide her with an advan¬ 
tage.” 

Bill Clinton was a hugely popular 
and charismatic American president, 
who served between 1993 to 2001.

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Could our 
fields run 
dry within 
100 years? 

It is arguably our most valuable and 
cherished resource, but the soil we use 
to grow our crops is beginning to show 
signs of decline. In this special report 
we look at the very real danger signs for 
a county built around a rural economy

T HERE are more living indi¬ 
vidual organisms in a ta¬ 
blespoon of soil than there 
are people on the Earth - 
and yet this precious re¬ 
source has been treated, literally, like 
dirt. 

And the outcome is that we are 
putting our county’s enviable agri¬ 
cultural backbone at risk for the fu¬ 
ture. 

That is the message coming out of 
the United Nations (UN), which has 
declared 2015 International Year of 
Soil in a bid to highlight the very real 
threat faced to the world’s fertile 
grounds. 

It has issued the terrifying threat 
that the declining quality of the 
Earth’s soil means it can only support 
60 more years of food growth. 

For the county - known through¬ 
out the UK as the Garden of England 
- the warnings will be heard loud and 
clear, with our agricultural economy 
still such a key part of our communi¬ 
ties. 

Yet opinion remains fiercely divid¬ 
ed over the scale and accuracy of the 
threat with one Kent farming expert 
describing it as “a load of rubbish”. 
Another says we’ll be lucky if 
our fields remain potent in 
100 years. But, globally, it is 
an issue which will not go 
away. 

Naomi R i n - 
toul, a lec¬ 
turer in 


soil management and environmental 
policy at Canterbury Christ Church 
University, explains: “It is the most 
important resource on the planet; 90 
per cent of our food comes from it, 
and yet when we think about non-re¬ 
newable resources, we only tend to 
think about fuels. 

“People often don’t think about soil 
or how complex it can be - or indeed, 
how essential it is to our survival. The 
current state of it means we are walk¬ 
ing a tight rope - we need to take ac¬ 
tion now.” 

The problem is down to soil loss, 
where soil physically moves, and deg¬ 
radation, where the nutrient quality 
of the soil drops. 

Paul Cobb is the Kent representa¬ 
tive for the Campaign for the Farmed 
Environment, an organisation that 
aims to work with farmers and land 
managers to encourage wildlife, to 
benefit soil and water resources and 
support farmland birds. 

He says: “Loss can happen when 
there is nothing growing in the soil, 
so it’s not able to withstand rain fall¬ 
ing on it, or water running over it. 
This is a problem at the moment as we 
tend to get extreme rainfall events. 
When there are crops growing, they 
protect the surface, but 
once they

are harvested, and the field is empty, 
the soil is open to the elements.” 

There are conditions that make 
that loss more likely to happen, for ex¬ 
ample, land on a steep slope means 
soil can get washed away more easily, 
or certain types of soil, the more 
sandy ones, can simply be washed 
away. 

He adds: “It can also happen when 
it gets blown away by wind, but water 
is a bigger problem in Kent.” 

Emma Tilston is a scientist at East 
Mailing Research, a centre which 
conducts horticultural studies. She 
adds: “As with many environmental 
issues, the effects of natural phenom¬ 
ena are amplified by mans’ activities. 

“With respect to soil loss, inappro¬ 
priate soil management, such as 
ploughing up and down a slope, and 
cropping practices like leaving fields 
bare over winter are accelerating the 
removal of soil by wind and water. 

“In the UK, 2.2 million tonnes of 
fertile topsoil are washed away by 
rainfall or blown away by the wind 
from our farm land, which has been 
estimated to cost British farmers £9 
million a year in lost produc¬ 
tion.” 

Degradation is another 
I part of the issue. Dr Rin- 
toul says: “This is the 
loss of nutrients from the 
soil. You need nutrients 
in soil to grow things. A 
historical example 


degradation is the 1930s dustbowl in 
America, where large swathes of 
grassland were taken away and the 
land used for farming.” 

During this period, farmers had 
used deep ploughing methods on top¬ 
soil on the Great Plains. The deep- 
rooted grasses that trapped soil and 
moisture were ripped up. While 
plants were harvested successfully 
for a couple of years, the lack of mois¬ 
ture in the soil meant that dustbowls 
were quickly created - an extreme ex¬ 
ample of how over farming of the 
land, using mechanised equipment - 
degraded the soil. The worry is that 
this kind of agricultural practice is 
causing similar damage on a global 
scale. 

But Kent farmer Frank Langrish, 
who sits on the council for the Na¬ 
tional Farmers’ Union, says: “Most of 
the problems come because of rainfall 
issues rather than farming practices 

- farmers don’t want to lose their soil 

- it is literally their livelihoods.” 

So why are these changes in soil so 
worrying for some experts? 

According to Dr Tilston: “Even in 
the 21st century the majority of hu¬ 
mans’ food, fuel and fibre needs are 
reliant on the ‘ecosystem services’ 
performed by soil. If the Earth was the 
size of an apple, then the depth of soil 
that provides nutrients for plant 
growth, recycles dead things and fil¬ 
ters and stores water would be less 
than half of the thickness of the skin. 
Reducing soil depth also means plant 
roots have less space to explore for 
soil and nutrients.” 

IV And it is the removal of 
the top-most 20 cm in par¬ 
ticular that’s most worry¬ 
ing because that is where over 90 per 
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cent of the organisms that perform 
many of the ecosystem services can 
be found. 

But before you panic that our fields 
will soon run dry in two generations, 
there is disagreement over the UN’s 
60-year prediction. Although not by 
much. 

Dr Tilston says: “The UN statistic is 
undoubtedly thought-provoking and 
has received a lot of attention. 

“It is an average for the world, so 
where farming practices are more 
damaging than average this figure 
could be as low as 20 years; but for 
countries such as the UK where farm¬ 
ing practices are better than average 
the predicted life-span of soil produc¬ 
tivity is slightly longer at 100 years.” 

According to Dr Tilston, these esti¬ 
mates are far from scaremongering 
as they have been calculated by a 
number of eminent soil scientists 
working in prestigious universities 
and research institutes around the 
world, as well as by those working for 
reputable organisations such as the 
United Nations’ Food and Agriculture 
Organisation (FAO) and the United 
Nations’ Environment Programme 
(UNEP). 

But Mr Cobb from the Campaign 
for the Farmed Environment is more 
cynical. “The 60 year prediction 
probably is slightly exaggerated,” he 
explained. “The problem is not wide¬ 
spread in all kinds of crop growing.” 

Farmer Mr Langrish is more out¬ 
spoken. “I think that’s a load of rub¬ 
bish,” he says.“I would not say it is a 
serious problem, although I would 
say it needs managing better as agri¬ 
culture has changed. But what you 
have to remember is there are still 
large areas of land that aren’t in pro- 
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duction.” 

Dr Rintoul disagrees. “We can carry on as 
we are, and lose more farmland,” she says. “But 
it would be better to look at changing certain 
practices. 

“Not over-ploughing soil would be better. Us¬ 
ing sustainable manure is another way. Farm¬ 
ers used to leave some crops on the land they 
were harvesting. That way, they would decom¬ 
pose back into the soil, which is a better way 
than using man-made fertilisers.” 

According to Dr Tilston: “Soil formation 
processes are very slow in relation to human 
life-spans, consequently soil should be consid¬ 
ered to be a very precious nonrenewable re¬ 
source. 

“The reversal of the damage wrought on soil 
by the farming practices and demands of the 
last 100 years will require decades of effort by 
not only our children, but by our great grand¬ 
children and many subsequent generations.” 

This is because there is a huge challenge fac¬ 
ing soil scientists, farmers, land managers, en¬ 
vironmental regulators and policy makers, 
who must devise practicable systems and prac¬ 
tices for the sustainable and secure production 
of food - but must do so as the global popula¬ 
tion increases, and with it, demands on agri¬ 
culture. 

She adds: “We have to protect our agricul¬ 
tural soils from further damage and repairing 
the existing damage. 

“Sadly, there are no quick fixes, or easy an¬ 
swers to what is a very complex problem.” 
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Mr Cobb feels it is important that farmers are 
encouraged to look at husbandry solutions. He 
says: “We have been doing a lot of work with 
cover crops, which will help hold soil together 
and improve its resistance. We also want to see 
soil not being over-cultivated. I think there is a 
happy combination of new technology and old 
fashioned farming. Crop rotation and mixing 
arable farming with livestock grazing is good 
practice.” 

Dr Rintoul wants to see more legislation put 
in place to enforce good practices, although 
she admits this is tricky. “We are looking at 
long-term solutions, which are hard to imple¬ 
ment when you have governments that may 
only be in place for five years. We’re also look¬ 
ing at a global problem here, and it’s difficult to 
legislate internationally.” 

There are already rules in place. “There is 
legislation in the form of the basic payment sys¬ 
tem that most farmers are part of, known as 
cross-compliance,” says Mr Cobb. “As part of 
this, they will avoid certain practices. Howev¬ 
er, as loss also comes from natural factors like 
rainfall, we feel it would be unfair to penalise 
farmers for this. 

“There is a move away from ‘intensive farm¬ 
ing’ where the earth is literally ground into 
submission.” 

For Dr Rintoul, this development can’t come 
too soon. “We have a real uphill struggle,” she 
says. “And the longer it takes to put legislation 
in place, the harder it will be to solve the prob¬ 
lem.”

Vlystery of a murdered dog

The hit play The Curious Incident of the Dog in the Night-Time comes to Kent 


S TANDING next to Mrs 
Shears’ dead dog, which 
has been speared by a 
garden fork, it is seven 
minutes after midnight 
and Christopher is under suspicion. 

This is the basis of the National 
Theatre’s multi-award winning 
production of The Curious Incident 
of the Dog in the Night-Time, which 
will be making its Kent premiere at 
the Marlowe Theatre, Canterbury, 
in May. 

Adapted by Simon Stephens from 
Mark Haddon’s best-selling book, 
the hit play tells the story of 
Christopher- who is trying to solve 
the mystery of who murdered dog 
Wellington. 

The 15-year-old has an extraor¬ 
dinary brain, with exceptional 
maths skills but a struggle to 
interpret everyday life. 

He detests being touched, doesn’t 


trust strangers and has never 
ventured beyond the end of his road 
before. 

Christopher records each fact in 
a book that he is writing to try and 
work out what happened. 

And his detective work, forbidden 
by his father, takes him on a 
frightening journey that upturns 
his whole world. 

The play includes Chris Ashby, 
Emmanuella Cole, Edward Grace 
and Lucas Hare. 

Mr Stephens said: “The adapta¬ 
tion was a really joyful experience. 

“I knew two things in adapting 
the play. 

“I knew that the key to it was the 
relationship between Christopher 
and his teacher. 

“Although it’s not that central in 
the novel, what struck me was that 
everybody in life has a favourite 
teacher. Even people who hated 


school, even people who found 
school a miserable experience, had 
one teacher who they loved more 
than others and thought got them 
in a way that other teachers didn’t. 

“I knew that if I could get that 
relationship right, then we could 
create an evening in the theatre 
that people could recognize 
themselves in. 

“The other thing that I knew 
was that Marianne Elliott had to 
direct it. 

“I think she’s a visionary 
director, I think she’s a director of 
extraordinary imagination, but 
she’s also a very democratic 
director. This can’t be a piece of 
theatre that alienates people. It has 
to be a piece of theatre that you can 
come to if you’re 10 years old or if 
you’re 90 years old.” 

Writer Mr Haddon added: “When 
I wrote Curious Incident I was 


absolutely convinced that it 
couldn’t be adapted for film or 
stage. The novel is one person’s very 
insulated and sometimes profound¬ 
ly mistaken view of the world. 

“We’re stuck inside Christopher’s 
head from cover to cover. We see 
the world the way he sees the 
world. And there’s the problem. Or 
so it seemed to me. 

“Theatre is radically third 
person. You can infer what people 
are thinking but you can do so only 
from what they say and what they 
do. 

“I simply couldn’t imagine how 
Christopher’s story could be told 
with any integrity in this way. 
Simon’s genius was to recognise 
that I was completely and utterly 
wrong.”

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Are superfoods what they are made out to be? 

Lisa Salmon explores the health benefits of superfoods and asks how beneficial they actually are. 


S uperfoods are as well 

known now as Superman 
was in the Seventies, and 
are credited by some with 
almost as much power as 
the legendary superhero himself. 

While they won’t give you powers 
of flight or the strength to chuck bus¬ 
es, nutrient-dense superfoods - such 
as pomegranate, coconut oil, kale 
and red cabbage - are so-called as 
they’re believed to be ultra good for 
us, helping boost general health, su¬ 
per-charging the immune system, 
guarding our memories and keeping 
illness at bay, including cancers and 
heart disease. 

While kale and cabbages have ob¬ 
viously been around for donkey’s 
years, the term ‘superfood’ hasn’t, 


but when something is granted the 
impressive label, sales often soar. The 
amount of red cabbage bought in 
Britain last year grew by nearly 50% 
compared to the previous 12 months, 
spending on kale has doubled in the 
last five years, and sales of coconut 
oil in the UK has nearly tripled in just 
two years. 

But are these so-called superfoods 
the dietary magic bullets they’re 
made out to be? 

No, says British Dietetic Associa¬ 
tion spokesperson, Kelly McCabe. 

While agreeing that certain foods 
have indeed been reported to have 
cancer-protective effects and other 
health benefits, she stresses: “There’s 
no such thing as a ‘superfood’. 

“No one food in isolation can have

a profound effect on our health, or 
provide all the nutrients we need. In¬ 
stead, we should strive for a ‘super¬ 
diet’, which includes a wide range of 
these so-called superfoods.” 

Exotic-sounding and often pricey 
superfoods - such as goji berries, chia 
seeds and teff grains - may be in the 
headlines, and linked with health¬ 
conscious celebrities like Madonna 
and Gwyneth Paltrow, but the truth 
is that many of the healthiest foods 
around can be found in the fridges 
and cupboards of ordinary folk. 

“We forget all the humble things in 
our cupboards,” says McCabe, a can¬ 
cer specialist dietician. 

“If I had to choose one food, I’d defi¬ 
nitely choose an egg. It’s our most 
easily digestible form of protein, and 


it contains every vitamin and miner¬ 
al that we require, with the exception 
of vitamin C. 

“It’s a nutritionally complete food - 
and a normal food we’d eat as part of 
our everyday diet, as opposed to goji 
berries, wheatgrass and chia seeds.” 

The other top ordinary superfoods 
are brightly-coloured fruit and vege¬ 
tables, like tomatoes, carrots, beet¬ 
root and sweet potato. 

“Think of the colours of your 
foods,” says McCabe. “Phytochemi¬ 
cals are usually the pigments in the 
food, so the idea of eating the rain¬ 
bow is based on science.” 

“Eating a large variety of different 
colours, even if they’re everyday Brit¬ 
ish foods, is what should be aimed 
for.”

TRAVEL REVIEW: Jakarta

AKARTA is a relentless 
city. 

Noisy, humid, with traffic 
in gridlock - the Indonesian 
capital, on the north-west 
island of Java, is like nowhere else.

It’s difficult to judge how far Soekar- 
no-Hatta airport is from the centre of 
Jakarta. 

Conservative estimates suggest an 
hour, although my journey takes 
more like three hours. 

So bad is the traffic in Jakarta that 
lateness to appointments is not just 
tolerated but factored in. 

During peak hours, the city almost 
completely comes to a standstill. 

And there aren’t many pavements , 
so walking is normally out of the ques¬ 
tion. 

In light of this, Jakartans have de¬ 
cided the best way of getting from A to 
B is by scooter. 

There are about seven million of the 
two-wheelers in the city, making eve¬ 
ry traffic light and junction look more 
like an off-road rally. 

Tourists can hire scooters, but it’s 
not the most relaxing way of getting 
around. 

Instead, it’s best to carefully plan 


what you’re going to do and set off 
early. 

One place you should visit is the Ja¬ 
karta History Museum in the old town 
hall of Batavia. 

It’s a well-maintained colonial 
building dating back to the 17th cen¬ 
tury, when Jakarta was part of the 
Dutch empire. 

It is as beautiful on the outside as it 
is interesting on the inside. 

There are multiple ornate rooms 


with maps, furnishings, weapons and 
artworks detailing the city’s colourful 
past. 

National Monument is another spot 
worthy of your time. 

The monument, not unlike Nelson’s 
Column in appearance, was built to 
recognise Indonesia’s struggle for in¬ 
dependence in the 1940s. 

Here, you can sit, enjoy an ice-cold 
drink from one of the many vendors, 
and hopefully take in some rare quiet. 


During my visit, there aren’t many 
people around here at all, giving the 
place an oddly tranquil feel. 

The Grand Indonesia Shopping 
Town is one of the largest malls in 
Asia, and whether you’re looking to 
pick up some bargains and visit the 
high-end boutiques or not, it’s worth 
seeing simply to experience how big 
and confusing a shopping centre can 
be. 

Tradition is a big deal in Indonesia,

and there are many sites explaining 
the country’s rich and varied past. 

But with a population of around 
240 million, making it the world’s 
fourth most populous country, and a 
staggering 50 per cent of the inhabit¬ 
ants aged below 30, the future is going 
to be infinitely more exciting. 

As a result of that youthful boom, 
Indonesia is in transition from slightly 
creaking former colony to world-lead¬ 
ing technology hub. 

And as a stopover en route to the In¬ 
donesian islands or even Australia, it’s 
quietly fascinating. 

The Hermitage is among the most 
luxurious hotels in Jakarta, and is cer¬ 
tainly one of the newest. 

Despite a recent extensive renova¬ 
tion and extension, the beautiful art 
deco building contains many nods to 
its former existence as a government 
office, a school and a telephone ex¬ 
change. 

A swim in the open-air rooftop pool 
provides the perfect start to a day and 
soaking up the view at sunset, while 
sipping a gin and tonic, is about as re¬ 
laxing as it gets. 

The rooms, which are all marble 
and glass, are very tastefu and the 
food in the restaurant is second-to- 
none, catering for any taste.

CINDERELLA 

(U, 113 mins) Fantasy/Romance 

SLAVISHLY adapted from Disney’s 
classic 1950 animated musical, 
Kenneth Branagh’s live action 
version of the fairytale romance 
doesn’t skimp on the period detail. 

Sandy Powell’s luxurious 
costumes, Dante Ferretti’s opulent 


set designs and Patrick Doyle’s 
sweeping orchestral score conjure 
a magical world of unerring love in 
which even we gasp at the 
gargantuan splendour of the grand 
ball where the prince must choose 
his wife. 

While this Cinderella unques¬ 
tionably dazzles the senses, 
screenwriter Chris Weitz is 
shackled to fond memories of the 
hand-drawn film and consequently, 
he has almost no room for flour¬ 
ishes of originality. 

The plot arc is predetermined, 
the ugly stepsisters don’t hack off 
their heels or toes to squeeze into a 
misplaced glass slipper, and 
Helena Bonham Carter’s fairy 
godmother isn’t quite as eccentric 
as she or we would like as she 
engineers the film’s best set-piece 
with a flick of her wand. 

“I don’t go transforming pump¬ 
kins for just anyone!” she chirps. 

No, the special effects wizards 



do and they accomplish the pivotal 
sequence with aplomb. 

THE DIVERGENT SERIES: 
INSURGENT 

(12A, 119 mins) Sci Fi/Fantasy/ 
Action/Thriller/Romance 

ADAPTED from Veronica Roth’s 
bestselling trilogy for young adults, 
Insurgent is a slickly engineered 
sequel that moves the dystopian 
narrative along at pace to a 
startling final revelation. 

Robert Schwentke’s action- 
packed film crams its visual 
pyrotechnics into the climactic 30 
minutes when Shailene Woodley’s 
heroine Tris must complete a series 
of tasks to prove that she possesses 
the qualities of all five factions: the 
selflessness of Abnegation, the 
courage of Dauntless, the honesty 
of Candor, the intelligence of 
Erudite and the inner peace of 
Amity.

he key to your perfect potato 


P OTATO aficionados will 
now have their window¬ 
sills awash with trays, on 
which seed potatoes are 
being ‘chitted’, encourag¬ 
ing the sprouts to appear before 
planting begins in earnest. 

While many of us have visions of 
digging up delicious spuds and cook¬ 
ing them immediately the soil’s been 
wiped off them, sometimes in reality 
we have to tackle a fair few pests and 
diseases which can leave our pota¬ 
toes mottled, mouldy or full of holes. 

Potato blight is one of the most 
deadly diseases which can destroy 
your plants overnight. 

It’s caused by a Phytophthora fun¬ 
gus, P. infestans, which turns the 
stems brown and the leaves yellow, 
causing the plant to collapse. It is al¬ 
ways fatal although you may save 
later crops by removing top growth 
as soon as the blight is spotted. 

Blight generally starts from June 
onwards especially in warm, wet 
spells. The first signs are brown 
patches on the leaves and there is no 
treatment once the disease has taken 
hold. 

To minimise the risk, follow a three 
or four-year crop rotation, never 
growing potatoes on the same piece 
of land more than once every four 
years, and earth up the plants regu¬ 
larly and deeply to protect the tubers. 

Use copper-based fungicides dur¬ 
ing warm, damp spells as a preventa¬ 
tive measure. 

Alternatively, grow early potatoes 
which can usually be lifted before 


blight strikes, or grow resistant culti- 
vars such as ‘Sarpo’. 

Three of the most common threats 
to potatoes are pests - potato cyst eel- 
worm, slugs and wireworm. 

Eelworms are minute worm-like 
creatures which attack the roots, 
causing plants to wilt and present 
reddish-brown cysts on the roots. 

You’ll need to destroy all traces of 


the affected crop and avoid growing 
potatoes in that spot for around eight 
years. 

Slugs and snails can be a major 
problem on heavy, wet soil. Attacks 
begin in August. 

Early lifting of maincrops may help 
reduce damage and slug pellets may 
help a little, although some slugs live 
permanently underground. 


Collect slugs and snails after rain 
or in the evening on damp nights and 
dispose of them. 

Other problems which may affect 
your crops include scab, a fungal dis¬ 
ease in which scabs appear. 

It is worse in light and limy soils but 
is only skin deep so won’t affect your 
potatoes if you peel them. 

The best way to deter it is to incor¬ 


porate organic matter when planting 
potatoes but don’t lime your soil. 

To boost your chances of success, 
buy certified seed potatoes, work in 
plenty of organic matter on dry soil to 
retain moisture and help prevent 
scab and try the wide range of ‘resist¬ 
ant’ varieties on the market. Then 
hopefully when you harvest your 
crops you’ll find the spuds you like.

If it’s a more sporting Golf than 
you really need though, check out 
the MOPS (138bhp) 1.4TSI ACT 
(from £23,195). It returns 58.9mpg 
on the official combined cycle - im¬ 
pressive for a petrol unit offering 
0-62mph in 8.4 seconds. 

This apparently contradictory mix 
of economy and sportiness is allowed 
by ACT - Active Cylinder Technology, 
which shuts down two of the engine’s 
four cylinders when it senses the 
driver’s right foot entering ‘cruise 
mode’ on an untroubled stretch of 
road.
